5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of Taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 for 
the purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural advantages and re- 
sources of the Town of Dorchester, together with other Towns in the Dart- 
mouth-Lake Sunapee Region. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $511.50 to 
secure from the State $3,409.99 to be expended for Town Road Aid. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $100.00 to add 
to the Capital Reserve Fund for repairs to the Town Hall and other Town 
Buildings. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $400.00 for the 
Forest and Fire Department.
